HICAGO, June 23.—Fourteen sec- 
retaries of as many retail lumber 
dealers’ associations, indicted by a 

special Federa! garnd jury here today, 
for alleged violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law, constituted a new kind 
of “trust,”according to the United 
States attorney who conducted the in- 
vestigation. 

The retail lumber dealers, it was ad- 
mitted, had no incorporation, no cap- 
ital stock,: and did not try to control 
prices and prevent competition 
among themselves. Instead, they had 
what attorneys called a “trust of 
power” and sought to provide that all 
lumber be sold to consumers only 
through retail dealers and not by 
wholesalers or manufacturers. The 
men, as secretaries of the retail aaso- 
ciation, constitute the lumber secre- 
taries’ bureau of information, incor- 
porated in Illinois in 1905, and repre- 
sent thousands of retailers.

American Medicine Academy 
Has First Session. 


Banquet in Prospect for the 
Visitors Tonight. 


More than two hundred physicians 
and medical students were present 
last night at the first meeting of the 
American Academy of Medicine's 
thirty-sixth annual convention which 
was held in the Arrow Theater of the 
Hamburger building.

Dr. Sheldon also does not belleve 
in raising babies on bottled milk. He 
said fo in terms that re certain not 
to be misunderstood. e sald in ef- 
fect that humen babies are not calves 
and that the modern method of doing 
away with the infant's natura! food 
ia not the most trifiing cause of raco 
suicide. 

That the physical condition of the 
school child should be of prime tm- 
portance to the parent and teacher 
was another point brought out by 
Dr. Sheldon and he said that the 
open air schools and the establishing 
of playgrounds are good omens of 
the interest being taken along this 
line of prevention of disease. 

Although pointing out many needed 
reforms the speaker was optimistic in 
his statements of what hase been done 
to alleviate human suffering within 


the last decade, and in his ho for 
the future. He said that e are

Not Made of Rice Bat of the Bread 
Fruit Tree or of Fiax and Hemp 


Trimmings. 

{Scientific American:] Of the great 
army of cigarette smokefs there is 
probably not more than one in a hun- 
dred who knows that rice paper, in 
which the tobacco is wrapped, has 
nothing to de with rice, but is made 
from the membranes of the breadfruit 
tree or more commonly of fine new 
trimmings of fax and hemp. 

Bo light is this paper that 600 of the 
tiny sheets go to make an ounce. 
are perfectly combustible and give off 
the minimum of smoke. Before being 
rolled with tobaeco they are analysed 
to prove thef they are free from all 
deleterious ingredients and that they 
contain nothing but the purest paper 
fiber. Only new material—flax and 
hemp trimmings—ts used, and these 
are thor: ighly purified. 

Chopped by machinery into minute 
pirticiles they are well mixed by a 
, revolving fan and then reduced to a 
(dust, which is placed in a solution of 

lime and soda. After remaining in 
this solution for some time in order 
that ali foreign substances may be 
eliminated it undergoes a thorough 
washing process, the water being the 
purest kind coming from artesian wells 
sunk especially for the purpose.

NORWAY’S INCOME TAX. 

How should you like to pay an income tax 
on next to nothing? If you were a Norwe- 
gian living at home and earning $134 a year 
you would be taxed on one-tenth of it if you 
were unmarried; on about one-twentieth of 
it if you were married and had no cfildren. 
If you had children, you still would be taxed 
on one-fiftieth of it. Rate high—17.2 per 
cent. With an incame of $536 a year you 
would be taxed, if wimarried, on more than 
half of your income; if married and having 
no children, on about 40 per cent. of your in- 
come; having one child, on about 37 per 
cent.; two children, on about 31 per cent. 

Unmarried and having an income of $2680 
a year in Norway, your income tax payment 
would be $421.22; married, with one child, 
$389.94: married, with six children, $355.17. 
All that you would get off your income tax 
(married) for having six children would be 
$66; all that you would get off, by having 
five more children, would be $44 and six bits! 
Married or unmarried in Norway, you could 
escape paying an income tax only by having 
an income less than $83.09 a year. Think 
of paying an income tax out of earnings of

PROPAGATION OF TREES. — 

Principle of Bud Selection to Be 
Tried Out by Experts in the San 
Joaquin Valicy. 
PORTERVILLE, June 24.——-Many 

of ‘the leading growers of nursery 


with enthusiasm the propagation of 
trees through bud selection from par- 
ent stock, which is of proven prolific. 
habit, and it is believed that with the 
Proper care one can determine in ad- 
Vance the exact nature of the devel- 
tree. 
In several instances the fact has 
noted that a certain proportion 
of comparatively barren trees are to 
be found in each orchard. From 
experiments it has been 
found that trees budded from these 


barren ones produce barren offspring. 


‘trees which are prolific bearers are 
also vigorous in habit and produce an 
abundance of fruit. 

Some of the leading producers of 
nursery stock are now Investigating 
this question scientifically. The trees 
in the orchard are to be numbered 
with copper bands affixed to some 
prominent branch, and when the 
fruiting season is on the production 
of each tree will be carefully noted. 
There will also be noted on blanks 
provided for the purpose the propor- 
tion of orchard grade-and the pro- 
portion of culls which each tree. pro- 
duces, as well as the location of the 
fruit, some trees bearing the greater 
proportion of the oranges oh the in- 
ner branches and others on the outer 
branches. 

The enthusiasts of bud selection 
principles believe that one can de- 
termine in advance the habit of 
growth of a tree and other charac- 
teristics as well as the total produc- 


seasons that such a thing as 4 bar- 
ren tree will be an impossibility when 
the growers universally select their 
buds for grafting from a tree which 
has proven to be a heavy bearer. 

The eventual. proof of, this princti-’ 
ple will occupy several years, but it 
is confidently believed by those who 
have made the closest study of the 
Problem that thé result will more 
than pay for the work done.

1911. by Associated Literary Press 
IFTY YEARS ago today the Con- 
federate government was embark- 
ing on a policy of financing the 

war, now growing to great proportions, 

by the sale of government bonds and 

the issuance of treasury notes. , 

The bonds, it was expected, if they 
414 not bring tne treasury the specie it 
greatly needed, could be exchanged di- 
rectly for produce and foodstuffs for 
the army, for cotton, etc., which was 
counted as good as gold, and for muni- 
tions of war. The treasury notes in 
like manner would be used to meet the 
government's debits, including the pay 
of the army. 

That btonds and notes would soon 
begin to depreciate, so that the greater 
the amount issued the smalied would 
be their value, was not realized at a 
time when the stability of the gov- 
ernment and the eventual of 

war was as yet little questioned. 

Small allowance, too, was made for 
the consequences of the Federal block- 
ade, now growing almost daily more 
effective, and plans were made for 
raising reyenue by export and import 
duties, which this ockade was to 
nullify, while at the same time it in- 
creased the need of revenue in pro- 
portion as it raised the price of com- 
modities. 

This elimination of a customs reve- 
mue and the fact that the economic 
condition of the country was its sole 
G@ependence on agriculture, tts lack of 
wealth save in land and slaves, and 
ite want of specie, made direct taxa- 
tien as impracticable as it was unpop- 
ular, rendering this financial policy a 
virtual necessity.

The Financial Situation. 

Fifty years ago today the financial 
situation in the South was not reas- 
euring. The pressure of the Federal 
Diockade was already felt in the 
scarcity and consequent rising price of 
articles of every sort. “The boarding 
of my family alone,” complained on 
June 26, J..B. Jones, who as a war 


' @Qlerk kept a diary, “comes to more 


than my salary, and the cost of every- 
thing is increasing.” 

Sait, bacon, butter, coffee, tea, soap, 
eandies, matches, starch, cloths, for 
blankets and uniforms, medicines and 
dressings for the wounded—all these

—were growing daily more scarce and 
costly. Coffee was already half again 
as expensive as in January. Every- 
thing was on the upward plane that 
would eventually make a barrel of 
flour cost $800 in Confederate money. 

As yet there was no depreciation of 
Confederate notes, for the difficulty 
of obtaining proper paper and ‘skilled 
engravers had delayed their issue, and 
but few had been struck off prior to 
the government's removal from Mont- 
gomery to Richmond. :

Financia! Measures. 

who directed the Con- 
ederate finances was the Secretary of 
the Treasury, Christopher G. Mem- 
minger. a German by birth but réared 
fm South Carolina, a prominent com- 
mercial lawyer of Charleston and for 
many years a member of the State 
Legislature, where, however, finance 
and banking had concerned him less 
than popular education. 

Without peculiar fitness for the 
sition which he held, he was hard- 
working and conscientious, and gave 
to his work the best that was in him. 
Appointed February 19, he had 
promptly organized his department 
and begun the formulation of a finan- 
cial system. 

The first money to come into the 
treasury was a ioan from Alabama, 


in a single day more than $5,000,000 
were taken in Charleston and New Or- 
leans. By the end of June half of the 
amount had been subscribed. 

By this means a considerable sup- 
ply of specie was obtained, but even 
this had come with difficulty, and had 
only been made possible by the agree- 
ment. of southern banks, which had 
generally suspended specie ent 
to. make an exception in favor of such 
of their notes as were used in paying 
for the bonds. 

The issue of the treasury notes came 
soon after, following the act of March 
9, which created $1,000,000 In notes 
bearing 3.65 per cent. interest, or a 
cent a day on $100. The notes fell 
due in one. year, and as the smallest 
Genomination was $50, it appears that 
they were intended for investment 
and not for circulation. 


The Secretary's Policy. 

Sécretary Memminger's policy was 
first set forth in his report of May 10. 
At that time the government receipts 
amounted to $1,121,722.51, not includ- 
ing the proceeds of the loan, estimated 
—too highly—at $8,500,000. The bal- 
ance in the treasury was $8,628,414.19. 

The Confederate Congress up to date 
appropriated $17,683,370, of 


For the year ending February 138, 
1862, the secretary estimated that 


$54,129,464 would be needed, of which 
$11,629,710 weuld be payable by July 
1 and $17,661,207 by October. 

To offset this there was the balance 
in the treasury, the balance of the loan 
and the note issue, totaling $16,128,- 
414, rendering it necessary to raise 
$13,000,000 by October and twice as 
much again by February. 

This, he held, was to be obtained by 
loans and direct taxes, and he recom- 
mended a foreign and domestic loan of 
$50,000,000, a war tax not exceeding 
$15,000,000, a customs tariff of 12% 
per cent, average and the issue of 
$20,000,000 treasury notes, those of 
larger denomination to bear interest. 

The Confederate Congress modified 
this programme. On May 16 it author-. 
ized a $50,000,000 tesue of 8 per cent. 
| bonds, op in lieu of $20,000,000 of 
| bonds the issuance of a like amount of 
|} treasury notes of §5 and up, redeem- 
|able in specie in two years. These 


/notes should not bear interest but 
were receivable by the vernment in 
payment of taxes, could be reissued 


and were evidently intended to be used 
as currency. 

The loan, unlike the preceding one, 
which had been meant for the banks 
and the commercial interests, was 
intended for the planters, and the 
pbonds were offered in exchange for 
preduce—cotton, corn, flour, bacon, 
pork, beef and the like, all of which 
the government needed. 

On May 21 a comprehensive tariff 
bill’ was passed to take effect August 
$1, strictly a revenue measure, with 
duties ranging from 25 per cent. down,
